KNUTSON EXPLAINS MEET- 
ING HULL

Washington, March l l . — “I 
nm an innocent victim of a ter­ 
rible mistake,” 
Representative 
Harold Knutson, republican of 
Minnesota, declared today in a 
formal statement, his first since 
his arrest Sunday flight on a 
statutory charge with L. M.Hull, 
a government clerk, while their 
automobile was parked at a de­ 
serted spot near Arlington Na­ 
tional cemetery. 
Knutson and Hull were bald all 
night In the Arlington county Jail 
and released late yesterday on $6,000 
bull each. 
T heir trial was set for 
March 17th. 
On Munday evening Knutson said 
he met Hull, whom he had not seen 
Since 1917, at a local hotel and su g ­ 
gested they drive into Virginia to 
pass the time. 
“ Shortly after passing Arlington,” 
Knutson said, “ Mr. 
Hull found It 
necessary lo leave the car aud I drove 
into the fled side road where I stop­ 
ped. 
As Mr. Hull stepped out of the 
ear, I turned out th e lights. 
In a 
m in ute or so I got out, and stood on 
the other side of the car, 
“ Suddenly I saw lino*her car 
ap ­ 
proaching. 
I hurriedly got in my 
own etir and coiled to Hull to do 
likewise which he did. 
"The oilier ear was brought to a 
stop be ld** my ear and two men, 
Whom I later I* trned to be deputy 
sheriff.*, Jumped out 
One flashed a 
light and demanded if I did not know 
ii was ogalnst th e low to park along­ 
side the rood.
